Strikers charged time and again 
with their fists as police used 
clubs on their heads. 

Similar outbreaks were re- 
ported in Nuernberg as non- 
strikers tried to cross picket 
lines. Red labor agitators from 
the Soviet zone were caught yes- 
terday passing out to strikers 
envelopes containing 50 marks

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SYMINGTON ASKS BENSON

Symington sent. a telegram to 
Benson noting that township elec- 
tions have been held and that 
county committeemen are to be 
elected Saturday, in Missouri as 
well as other states. Some of the 
committeemen have served for 
years and there have been 
charges that they participated in 
politics. 

The Senate on Tuesday by a 
45 to 44 vote adopted an amend- 
ment to the farm bill phohibit- 
ing the secretary from limiting 
terms of committeemen. The 
bill now is in conference and 
Benson was asked to suspend 
his rule. pending final congres- 
sional action.

LOOSE ROCK LEFT | 


NIAGARA FALLS, N.Y., Aug. 
12 (UP) — Engineers attempted 
today to make Prospect Point 
safe again for visitors at the 
American falls, but a dynamite 
blast that was intended to blow 
off 2700 tons of loose rock was 
only partly successful. 

One hundred sixty sticks of 
dynamite were tamped in the 
cracks left by the 185,000-ton 
rockfall that changed the face 
of the falls two weeks ago. How- 
ever, the blast left one-third of 
the cracked rock dangerously 
hanging on the cliff. 

A. M. Anderson, head engi- 
neer for the Niagara Frontier 
State Park Commission, said 
there “will be more blasting 
after we make a study of the 
results of the first blast.” 

The blasted section gave way 
with a dull crash, little of the 
rock rising above land level be- 
cause of its weight. 

The portion remaining was a 
jagged piece of rock about 15 
feet long and 20 feet wide. 


CYPRUS TIED UP BY STRIKE 
OVER BRITISH CENSORSHIP 


NICOSIA, Cyprus, Aug. 12 
(UP)—This island was virtually 
paralyzed teday by a 24-hour 
general strike in protest against 
British censorship of pro-Greek 
newspaper stories demanding 
union with Greece. Even the 
London press joined in the crit- 
icism of the order. 

Food shops were doing busi- 
ness under threat of heavy fines 
if they closed, but nearly every- 
thing else was shut down on this 
Mediterranian stronghold which 
is slated to become a key base 


under the British defense plan.

Which End Is Up

Brig. Gen. Herbert D. Vogel, confirmed by 
the Senate, will become chairman of the Ten- 
nessee Valley Authority with a red-hot problem 
on his hands from the very first moment. That 
problem is what to do about the controversial 
Dixon-Yates contract. 

This is the contract which President Elsen- 
hower has ordered the Atomic Energy Commis- 
sion—against the best judgment of a majority 
of its commissioners—to sign with a private 
syndicate, to supply power to TVA. TVA would 
have to sign it too. 


How will Gen. Vogel react to this challenge? 
How will his reaction affect his relationship 


with the two other directors of TVA? How will 


it affects his relationship with the employes 
who carry on TVA’s work, and with the thou- 
sands of citizens in Tennessee Valley communi- 
ties whose consent and participation are essen- 
tial to the success of the TVA program? 

These questions become specially pertinent 
because the two TVA directors have taken their 
stand on the issue—and taken it with brave 
forthrightness. Dr. Harry A. Curtis, who is also 
vice chairman, and Dr. Raymond R. Paty ad- 
dressed their vigorous protest of the President's 
directive to Rowland R. Hughes, director of the 
Bydget Bureau, on July 2, though their action 
has just become public knowledge. 

William M. Blair of the New York Times 
News Service reported in a dispatch to The 
Chattanooga Times that the directors asserted 
the “most serious aspect” of the proposal was the 
“lack of control which the TVA board would 
have over the costs TVA would incur.” 

“We fail to see,” they wrote, “how this board 
can carry out its responsibilities and be held 
accountable for efficient and economical per- 
formance when the crucial managerial function 
of cost control is assumed by another agency— 
an agency with no stake of its own in the 
efficiency or economy of the arrangements, the 
construction of the facilities or their operation.” 

The two directors have indicated, furthermore, 
that they are at least considering still more 
drastic measures of resistance to the President’s 
directive if the Dixon-Yates contract is pressed 
upon them. Dr. Curtis was asked whether the 
board would refuse to participate in the con- 
tract and he replied, “There has been no de- 
cision.” The Chattanooga Times said editorially 
that “it is indicated that as a last resort” Dr. 
Curtis and Dr. Paty “would oppose’ the con- 
tract “outright.” 


Gen. Vogel, while he has given direct and 
favorable answers to some of the other major 
cuestions put to him by the Senate committee, 
has hedged most noticeably on the Dixon-Yates 
issue. This is understandable, but it does not 
alter the hard realities, which are that if he 
goes to TVA and the President continues to force 
the Dixon-Yates contract, Gen. Vogel cannot 
avoid taking a stand. 

This is a kind of situation to which the former 
chairman of TVA, Gordon R. Clapp, was refer- 
ring when he warned three months ago that a 
wrong appointment to the chairmanship could 
create internal ruptures within the TVA -board 
which would “tear the board apart.” The entire 
country would be the loser—the people of the 
Tennessee Valley critically so—if such an out- 
come occurred. And as matters stand, the only 
person who is capable of averting the danger is 
President Eisenhower; his only way of doing 
it, the dropping of the Dixon-Yates directive. 
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Alabama Grand Jurors’ Chance 

A blue ribbon grand jury assembled in Phenix 
City, long known as Alabama’s modern Sodom 
and Gomorrah, has a wonderful opportunity in 
its hands. With national attention focused upon 
it, this grand jury can prove what is so often 
forgotten—that in a democracy the decent citi- 
zens can always arise and punish the most pow- 
erful and cunning racketeers and vice lords. 

The president of the Alabama State Bar As- 
sociation, Walter B. Jones, was specially picked 
by Gov. Persons to lead the inquiry into vice, 
murder and state-wide vote frauds. He told the 
jurors that “the slimy tentacles of vice” are not 
in Phenix City alone but “reach out into all 
parts of the state to debauch the electorate and 
to lead into crime officials sworn to put down 
crime.” 


Gov. Persons has given his backing and ha- 
tional guardsmen and troops have taken over 
the duties of the sheriff and the police in 
Phenix City. A list of 1000 witnesses is before 
the jurors. It should not take them long to 
bring in the indictments that could clean up 
one of the most noisome messes in these United 
States. 
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The Touhy Mystery 


The mystery of Roger (the Terrible) Touhy 
out of jail, as a prohibition era gangster, was 
slight indeed compared with the mystery of 
Touhy’s 20 long years in Stateville and brief 
freedom therefrom. 

A federal appeals court has now ordered 
Touhy back to jail and stayed a motion of three 
days ago by United States District Judge John 
P. Barnes to free Touhy on bond. The order 
will stand pending an appeal by the state of IIli- 
nois against Judge Barnes's ruling. 


Hence the case is in suspended animation 
after 20 long years. During that time few citi- 
zens probably ever wondered about the justice 
of Touhy’s kidnaping convietion. Then came 
Judge Barnes, a man of 23 years on the federal 
bench; a Hoover appointee and a former Cook 
county prosecutor, to blow the case wide open. 
In doing so he leveled the gravest of charges 
against the officials who prosecuted Touhy. 

Judge Barnes held that John (Jake the Bar- 
ber) Factor might well have engineered his own 
kidnaping as a hoax to escape extradition to 
England, with the co-operation of the Capone 
gang, Touhy’s enemies. Factor later served a 
prison term for whisky fraud. 

The judge held that Touhy’s conviction for 
this kidnaping was won with perjured testimony. 
He further held that the perjury was known to 
Capt: Daniel Gilbert, then an investigator and 
later called “the world’s richest cop,” and pre- 
sumably was known to Thomas J. Courtney, 
then state’s attorney and now a state judge. In 
fact, Judge Barnes concluded that the Capone 
syndicate thrived without hindrance from Gilbert 
and Courtney, and that Touhy was a “scapegoat.” 

Judge Barnes recalled ancient Chicago gang- 
land history. There were six Touhys, sons of a 
Chicago policeman who-~lfater said he “just 
couldn’t handle those boys.” Three were shot to 
death. For years the Touhy mob ruled Chicago’s 
Northwest suburbs, cooking “alky,” shooting 
enemies and robbing lesser acquaintances. 

Apparently the Touhys maintained diplomatic . 
relations with the Capones until Al Capone went 
to prison, and then the gangs fought over con- 
trol of some labor unions. The Capone syndicate, 


being far more powerful, won out. Matt Kolb, 


Touhy’s partner, was killed in 1932. The next 
year Factor was kidnaped from the Dells road- 
house in Morton Grove. This was operated by 
the Caponesters and, in Judge Barnes's opinion, 
Touhy was unlikely to have been caught alive 
there. The appeals court throws the facts of 
the Touhy case deeper into doubt. Yet the truth 
must be brought out. Few citizens will have 
sympathy for the Touhy record or person, but if 
Roger Touhy was convicted of one crime which 
he did not commit, as Judge Barnes charges, 
then injustice was done. On appeal the public 
will hope for a conclusive chapter to the mystery 
and official conduct in it. |

Wild Talk vs. Co-operation 

President Eisenhower may have temporized 
in disavowing some dangerous views and irre- 
sponsible assertions that were harmful to his 
Administration, but he lost no time in putting 
Gen. Mark W. Clark in his place. It was a dis- 
avowal that could not have been delayed with- 
out damage to the United States. 

Gen. Clark, who commanded the Fifth Army 
in Italy in World War II and then succeeded 
Gen. Ridgway as commander of the Eighth 
Army in Korea, came out for a course that would 
almost certainly lead to war. He did so in testi- 
fying before the Jenner subcommittee. 

The noted soldier, who is now retired, called 
on the United States to break off diplomatic 
relations with Soviet Russia. He also proposed 
that the United Nations be reorganized with the 
Communist world left out. The purpose would 
be to turn the U.N. into an instrument to be 
used against Communist -nations. 


President Eisenhower did not volunteer his 
comment, but he was ready for the question. 
He said he regards Gen. Clark as an old and 
intimate personal friend and as an extremely 
capable soldier. But, he said with emphasis, 
the views of Gen. Clark on the U.N. and Rus- 
sia are not those of the Eisenhower Admin- 
istration. 


Then the President reiterated his trust in 
and support for the U.N. As he well put it, the 
world must retain a forum to which it can 
take its differences for discussion and deter- 
mination. Our only hope, he went on to say, is 
to improve the U.N. This requires, as he pointed 
out, that there be an end to shooting from the 
hip—a remark which covered Majority Leader 
Knowland as well as Gen. Clark. 

Had not the President disavowed Gen. Clark, 
he would have allowed the sabre-rattling sol- 
dier’s wild talk to stand at the very time when 
the United States seeks a way to convince the 
free world that a defensive SEATO is needed 
in Southeast Asia just as a defensive NATO is 
essential in Europe. 


The Philippines, Thafland and Pakistan ought 
to be welcomed wholeheartedly into an Asian 
alliance against the spread of Communism. 
Washington can leave no stone unturned in its 
effort to obtain as many Asian participants as 
possible. With the anti-Communist Premier of 
Ceylon—the host to the Colombo powers—re- 
ported as trying to persuade Prime Minister 
Nehru of India to call a meeting to arrange an 
all-Asian defense alliance, Washington cannot 
afford to have any more Mark Clarks raising 
unnecessary scares with reckless speeches. 

Asian leaders are dignified, cultured and 
mature as many of their people are. They are 
not inffrested in Republican charges that the 
Democrats lost China to the Communists and in 
Democratic counter-charges that the Republicans 
let Indochina fall to the Reds. They are inter- 
ested in painstaking, peaceful efforts to help 
Southeast Asia save itself from Communism, sup- 
ported by adequate defense, but not offset by 
belligerent gestures and warlike talk» 

While a SEATO plan is being developed to 
assure peace in Southeast Asia, Gen. Clark has 
a big job here at home. That is to devote him- 
self to his important assignment as head. of 
the Administration’s study of the vital Intbii- 
gence Agency. 
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Safe Prediction 

The Curators of the University of Missouri 
have come to a wise decision with respect to 
the presidency of the state’s educational insti- 
tution at Columbia and Rolla. Not ready to an- 
nounce a successor to Dr. Frederick A. Middle- 
bush, they have appointed Dr. Elmer Ellis as 
Acting President for the academic year, 1954-55. 
This will enable the curators to continue their 
search for a permanent president. 

Meantime the State University will be in good 
hands. Dr. Ellis has been dean of the univer- 
sity’s College of Arts and Sciences for eight 
years and so is experienced in academic admin- 
istration. As a member of the. faculty for 24 
years he knows the University of Missouri as 
well as anyone his age at Columbia, if not 
better. In his field of scholarship, American 
history, he is a lively teacher and an able fre- 
searcher, who has served the Mississippi Valley 
Historical Association as its president. | 

Finally Dean Ellis is a likable human being, 
as a fellow who has seen the world through 
the eyes of the sage Mr. Dooley would almost 
necessarily be. It is no risk at all to predict a 
good year for the University of Missouri.

Blame on Both Sides 


Why has St. Louis failed to achieve maximum 
industrial growth? If you were to ask that ques- 
tion of the city’s AFL and CIO leaders they 
would tell you, as they told the Advertising 
Club of St. Louis, that apathy and business 
conservatism were to blame. If you were to 
address the same query to certain business men, 
they would point a finger at labor racketeering, 
and then indict organized labor. 

Unfortunately there is too much truth in each 
of these complaints. There is no denying that 
St. Louis and the entire area, including much 
of Southern Illinois, have suffered from labor 
racketeers and shakedown artists. On the other 
hand, St. Louis has too long suffered from do- 
nothingism in the business community. 

Fortunately each side is beginning to cor- 
rect its own situation. Labor racketeers are 
being indicted, tried and punished. The busi- 
néss community is going to work to clear slums 
and open the way for new housing develop- 
ments. It is also recognizing the need for at- 
tractive, flood-free sites for industrial expansion 
within the eity. That is one of several compell- 
ing reasons why the proposed industrial rede- 
velopment of the Market street area is so wel- 
come, i‘ , . 

In St. Louis as in the nation, business, labor 
and government must work together if the 
the whole society is to be enriched and expanded, 
if people are to lead fuller and more useful 
lives, if progress is to be a reality rather than 


_ a catchword. St. Louis is now on the verge of 
a civic and perhaps business rejuvenation. This

Manufacturers believe beauty, size, power and luxury sell the 
most automobiles, Consumers Union says; durability better but 
any 20-year-old car would walk by new one on ice or snow; 
horsepower now packed in models not built for “hotting up.” 


From Consumers Reports 


Dear C.U.: I bought a Morenmore 
Super Deluxe Five-Star Extra Special 
the other day, which I understand is 
the standard, or stripped, model put out 
by the Morenmore Horsepower Motor 
Co. Anyway, it’s the one which has the 
American flag in chrome on only the 
two front fenders, and I don’t think it 
has more than a couple of hundred 
horsepower, or didn’t last week when I 
got mine. 

I used to be able to see out of cars. I 
never minded pushing the horn. I can 
even remember cars that were short 
enough to park (of course, I haven't 
seen a parking space for several years). 
I can remember a whole lot of nice 
things about cars. 

Do you know what’s going on in De- 
troit?. Who’s crazy, the Morenmore 
Horsepower Motor Co. or me? 


PUZZLED READER. 


In answer to Puzzled Reader, how 
things have changed in Detroit 
over the years should be clear enough 
to anyone who reads the ads. The em- 
phasis now is on beauty, size, power 
and luxury. 


These are the things which Detroit 
believes will sell the most cars. It is 
true that if the ideas of the designing 
engineers happen to conflict with those 
of the. sales department in the job of 
out-beautifying, out-horsepowering and 
out-numbering the competition in but- 
tons to be pushed, the engineers step 
back. Glamour is the order of the day. 


It is also true that car buyers seem 
to like what they get, by and large, 
and to ask for more. 

Consumers Union is not suggesting 
that present-day cars lack engineering. 
On the contrary, due to the new limi- 


tations imposed on them, the engineers 
have to sweat out mechanical features 
that 10 years ago would have seemed 
impossible even to Rube Goldberg. 
The basic durability of cars is better 
than it ever was, thanks to the engi- 


neers. The cars, mechanically speak- 
ing, serve well. But C.U.’s point is that, 
for the sake of saleable attributes, fea- 
tures are built into cars which the 
engineers can only be unhappy about. 

Cars must look low and not boxy. 
Down go the seats, especially the rear 
seat, which in some models is so low 
as to be unfit for day-long habitation, 

Often the hood and the cowl are not 
lowered when the seats are lowered, 
and if the short driver can see over 
the steering wheel and the cowl he (or 
she) is lucky. 

At a time of greater traffic complexity 
and ‘scarcer parking spots, cars are 
still growing longer and 
wider. As any student of evolution 
can tell you, some such negative prog- 
ress extinguished the. dinosaur. 


Little Done for Safety 


Largely negative also is the indus- 
try’s approach to the question of pro- 
viding safer cars. Nothing has been 
done to keep the doors from flying 
open in a crash; little—and that

It would also require less arduous steer- 
ing on curves or down a winding road 
than do many—not all—modern cars. 

This is true because, beginning with 
the 1947 Studebaker, engines have 
moved forward and seats moved for- 
ward, too. Now, close to 60 per cent 
of the weight of some cars rests on 
the front wheels. Rear seats were 
made wider, and cars rode better. The 
industry adopted the feature, and hoped 
it wouldn't snow or freeze. 


If the engines were light, steering 
still wasn't too sluggish on turns, though 
parking was hard work. Safety de- 
creased, since the nose-heavy cars were 
not only mushy on corners, but were 
also more difficult to maneuver rapidiy 
enough to avoid obstacles. 


Presumably, the engineers at this 
point sounded a warning. Experimental 
engineers at least were in a position to 
know what was coming, 


Power Steering Comes In 


Powerful V-8 engines were coming, 
fast. Since more power usually calls 
for heavier construction throughout, 
the trend toward larger, heavier, more 
powerful, less accessible cars, costing 
more to buy, more to run and more to 
repair, got under way. 

One of the features of a V-8 engine 
is its compactness. The V-8 concen- 
trates a lot of weight in a small space 
—to wit, in the car’s nose; it makes 
the problem of handling the car, espe- 
cially parking, still more acute. The 
engineers exerted themselves, and some 
cars were evolved which handled well. 
More didn't, 

Chrysler was the first to cut the 
vicious circle of more weight, harder 
parking, and increased 
steering wheel winding—by putting in 
power steering. 


A major iniquity—from the engi- 


_ neers’ point of view, for one—is the 


horsepower race. Like many other 
trends, this one started with the high- 


‘priced cars, which have been turned 


into “bankers’ hot rods,” and is rapidly 
spreading downward. 

Here it is plain that the engineers 
had their orders from above; they 
brought out, with due deliberation, new 
Lincoln and Cadillac engines of 160 
horsepower—and in One year were 
forced to soup them up to 205 and 210, 
with Packard, Oldsmobile, and Buick 
hot on their heels. Chrysler (which 
started it all by getting, with ease, 180 
horsepower from an engine size that 
gave 160 in a Cadillac) has run far be- 
yond its original choice. 


For a Low-Cost, Dependable Car 


Nothing has been said, of course, as 
to what was sacrificed, for the ordinary 
user, in “hotting up” these engines— 
such things as docility, quick warming 
up, moderate-speed economy, longer 
engine life, greater smoothness, and 
the possibility of much better moderate 
speed performance. 

Furthermore, in running top speeds 
up well above 100 miles per hour (even 
the erstwhile lowly Dodge has been 
timed at 100) and in building up the 
“power to pass” between 70 and 90 
miles an hour, the manufacturers have, 
many of them, been guilty of a danger- 
ous practice—dropping all this power 
into vehicles that do not handle, steer, 
stop or hold the road as high-powered 
cars should do.

first place. Then it 
was @ combination 
of big and little 
cattlemen fighting 

Maurice Frink the sheepman for 
the range; in turn, the three fighting 
the homesteader who was taking the 
land away from all of them. It is not 
a pretty story, nor were the members 
of the association always in the right. 


While Mr. Frink’s book is carefully 
written, thoroughly documented and ap- 
pears to be an honest aitempt to offset 
the charges so often brought forth by 
the opposition, he would have been less 
than human had he not slanted his 
bouk in favor of the association which 
commissioned him to write the book in 
the first place. Therefore, his claim to 
objectivity must be taken with a grain 
of salt. This is especially true in the 
chapters on the Woolyback Invasion, 
The Hanging of Cattle Kate, Rustlers 
pe Roundups and the Johnson County 

far. 

He is convinced that the 50 paid 
gunmen of the association who invaded 
Johnson county to terrorize the home- 
steaders had no intention of using 
force, but came in a peaceful manner 
to intimidate but to cause no actual 
harm. Those who know the truth of 
this incident will be amazed at this 
brash statement. 


Aside from this, however, Mr. Frink 
presents the stockman as he really is, 
without the aura that surrounds the 
western cowboy and cattle baron of 
romantic song and story. He is shown 
as a courageous, resourceful individual 
—those qualities upon which a strong 
America was built and which must be 
preserved if America is to remain 
strong. 


This book, published in a small edi- 
tion, will become a collector’s item and 
a sure “must” for anyone interested 
in this period of our western history, 
regardless of whether he agrees with 
the author’s conclusions.

The current vogue in America of 
Italian fiction, a vogue which has pere 
sisted from the end of World War II, 
should insure a large readership for 
this outstanding history.

Aiken, Vermont Republican, 
chairman of the Senate Agricul- 
ture Committee.

MINNEAPOLIS, Aug. 12 (AP) 
—A leading American Episcopal 
layman says that the ‘church it- 
self is to blame for keeping 


members at home on Sundays 
by failing to understand their 
worldly problems. 

“Church leaders simply don’t 
know enough about the areas of 
life where people work,” Charles 
P. Taft told the World Anglican 
Congress last night. Taft, a Cin- 
cinnati attorney and brother of 
the late Senator Robert A. Taft, 
is a former president of the 
National Council of Churches, 


“In 1796 only 10 per cent of 
our people were church mem- 
bers and 160 years later nearly 
59 per cent belong,” Taft told 
the 670 delegates from all parts 
of the world, “but they don't 
come to church.” 

Taft said preachers «znd 
theologians “have often little 
idea how completely unintel- 
ligible what is said in the pulpit 
is to large classes . . . unintel- 
ligible in that it makes no effec- 
tive contact with their experi- 
ence.” 

“Once you leave the walls of 
the church,” he went on, “the 
secular world presses in on 
you... everyone belongs to a 
pressure group, if only the pres- 
sure of the neighbors to keep 
up with the Joneses. Farm, la- 
bor, trade association, bridge 
club, lodge, political party, im- 
provement association — every 
one tends increasingly to take 
absolute possession and to com- 
pel authority.” 

The ‘conflicts, Taft added, can 
tear us apart, “unless the 
churches help'to build the moral 
independence and responsibility 
of their members in_ these 


as

OPPOSES COLOR BA 
AT PHILLIPS HOSPITAL 


Dr. Elman Says Institution 
Should Be Legally Open 
to White Patients. . 


There should be no legal bar 
to admission of white patients 
to Homer G. Phillips Hospital, 
although the institution prob- 
ably always will be primarily 
for care of Negroes, Dr. Robert 
Elman, chief of staff and di- 
rectors of surgery at the hospi- 
tal, said in Washington yester- 
day. 

He spoke at a testimonial din- 
ner given in his honor by staff 
members and former residents 
and interns at the hospital, at 
tending the annual convention 
of the National Medical Associa- 
tion. Earlier yesterday Dr. El- 
man delivered the annual Doug- 
lass Stubbs oration at the meet- 
ing of Negro doctors. 


Describing his experiences 
since he took over the surgical 
service at Homer Phillips in 
1938, Dr. Elman asserted that 
the color bar there has been 
virtually broken with respect to 
staff operations in ¢are ahd 
treatment of patients, although 
the hospital continues “sepa- 
rate” on official admission of 
patients. 

“In discussing this matter ‘with 
city authorities, there seems to 
be a certain amount of confusion 
as to the legal factors,” he con- 
tinued. ‘Moreover, the entire 
subject seems to generate more 
heat than light.” 

Even though Homer Phillips 
continues primarily for Negroes, 
he went on, “it is important to 
emphasize that if this is true 
it should be not as a matter of 
compulsion but because it serves 
the best needs of the patient. 

“There must be no legal bar 
which would prevent a white 
person being admitted to Homer 
Phillips or a Negro to City Hos- 
pital whenever such a policy 


a | will obviously be to the best 


interests of the patient.” 

Pointing out that prompt hos- 
pitalization is essential in many 
emergency cases, he cited a 
“tragic example” when a man 
injured in front of Homer Phil- 
lips last year was taken across 
the city to City Hospital because 
the ambulance driver thought he 
was white. 

At City Hospital it was learned 
the victim was a Negro. He was 
returned to the ambulance and 
taken back to Homer Phillips. 
The tnan was dead by the time 
the ambulance completed the 
return trip. 

“An arbitrary rule of ‘sepa- 
rate’ facilities based solely on 
the color of the patient's skin is 
against all principles of the 
American creed,” the physician 
said, “and indeed has now been 
made unconstitutional at least 
in the field ot education by the 
recent ruling of the Supreme 
Court.” 

Discussing problems at Homer 
Phillips, the speaker asserted 
that co-operation of many Negro 
physicians in staff operations 
has been somewhat less than 
whole-hearted.

SENATE PASSES

Would Protect Rights 
of Witnesses and 
Third Parties at Com- 
mittee Hearings. 


CHICAGO, Aug. 12 (AP)—A 
special American Bar Associa- 
tion committee today recom- 
mended that Congress adopt a 
uniform code of investigative 
procedure. 

The 45-page committee report 
will be considered by the asso- 
ciation’s House of Delegates 
which meets in Chicago next 
w ck in connection with the 


seventy-seventh annual A.B.A. 
convention. 
The report set forth that 


wile Congress has the general 
power to investigate, safeguards 
against its abuse are necessary. 
A proposed uniform code, the 
committee stated, should stress: 

1. Committee responsibility 
for the actions of the investi- 
gating group. 

2. Protectio# of the rights 
of witnesses before the com- 
mittee. 

3. Protection of the rights 
of third parties not presently 
testifying. 

The report is directed toward 
the broad problem of committee 
procedure rather than individual 
Senators, Representatives or 
committees. .t named no mem- 
bers of Congress or committees. 
The A.B.A. committee recom- 
mended establishment in each 
branch of Congress a special 
committee to supervise the work 
of congressional investigating 
bodies. 


These supervisory committees 
would consist of the Speaker and 
majority and minority leaders 
of the House, the Vice President, 
and majority and minority lead- 
ers of the Senate. 

The report said that although 
there are no uniform rules of 
procedure now, most investiga- 
tions “are conducted with de- 
corum and decency, without fan- 
fare or self-seeking. However, 
the majority sometimes suffers 
by association in the public mind 
with the less well-conducted 


committees.” 


BRITAIN TO SEND 
ALL-PARTY GROUP 
TO VISIT RUSSIA 


LONDON, Aug. 12 (AP)—The 
Soviet Government has invited 
an all-party delegation of British 
legislators to visit Moscow this 
fall. A Foreign Office spokes- 
man said last night the invita- 
tion had been accepted and the 
visit would take place in late 
September or early October. 

Thé invitation is the climax of 
a long series of Russian moves 
toward friendlier relations with 
Britain. 

A delegation of leading La- 
borites, including former Pre- 
mier Clement Attlee and Left- 
winger Aneurin Bevan, already 
is In Mowcow getting friendly 
treatment from Premier Georgi 
Malenkov and his government. 

In recent months the Soviets 
have sent top dancers, musicians, 
puppeteers and oarsmen to per- 
form in London and have 
opened the way for student ex- 
change visits. In addition they 
have invited Arsenal, Britain’s 
most famous soccer club, to play 
in the Soviet Union next Oc- 
tober.

They 
carried no heavy tomes on soil fertility with 
them but basic love of soil assured them that 
this was a promised land—and many years 
later the ppachines of the Department of Agri- 
culture calculated that 25 per cent of the total 
Grade A land of the United States was con- 
tained in Iowa.

I ATE FRIED CHICKEN, home-made bread, 
sweet corn and applesauce off “First Methodist 
Church” dishes under a tent with Hoover the 
other day. The sweet scent of the fields around 
his incredibly tiny white birthplace came to us 
in freshening little bursts of breeze that bil- 
lowed the tent and brushed away the flies. 
The ample, healthy, good-natured women of 
West Branch had worked through the morning 
on the food, each expert to her own dish. 

Across the wooden table from where I sat 
was a fine looking young woman named Mrs. 
Harold Heick, her little daughter and husband, 
who wore his “ruptured duck” Button in his 
lapel. Mrs. Heick baked, frosted and decorated 
the six-layer, 50-pound, 80-candle birthday 
cake. She was too shy to leave her place and 
go through the crowd watching Hoover cut 
the first piece, until I. pressed a press*badge 
on her. 

“I’m afraid it might not cut well,” she said. 


BUT IT DID, and the old man liked it, and 
so did a couple of hundred others.

Removing Stain From 
w Floors. 


F you are the careful type 
| wn0 keeps a close watch on 

the finish on wood floors and 
patches things up when signs 
of wear begin to show, you 
won't ever have to worry how 
to a discoloration from the 
wood. 


If, on the other hand, you 
allow the finish to become com- 
pletely worn away in _ spots, 
you'll find the wood becomes 
darkened and must be bleached 
out a little to match the rest 
of the floor. 


What you use for this bleach- 
ing operation is about a half 
pound of oxalic acid crystals 
dissolved in a quart of warm 
water. The best way to mix 
things up is to add the acid 
crystals to the water as you stir. 
Apply this solution to the stained 
area with a cloth and allow- 
the solution to dry. When it is 
thoroughly dry you'll find white 


crystals on the wood which can 
be removed with a damp cloth. 

If the discoloration is not too 
bad, one application of the 
bleach may be all you need. 
Deep stains will require several 
~ 4 © pigamaae before the wood is 


light. 

Now that the wood has been 
bleachéd out, it will probably 
have to be darkened slightly to 
match the rest of the floor. 
For this you use a penetrating 
oil stain and you should apply 
a rather thin coat to the wood. 
Allow this to soak in for a few 
minutes and then wipe away 
the excess. 

Wait for the stain to dry and 
then see how closely it matches 
the rest of the floor. If it’s still 
too light, apply another thin 
coat of stain. 

When you've finally got the 
area stained so that it pretty 
well matches the rest of the 
floor, apply a finish of shellac 
or varnish—several thin coats 
are better than one thick coat.
